Some Quarters Believe |} 


Minority Question Will 
Be Settled Within Week 
if the Government Is Not 
Overthrown.

BUDAPEST, Oct. 3—The Hunga-

The Czechoslovak note crossed 
one to Prague from Budapest, out- 
lining Hungarian demands for ter- 
ritories occupied by the Hungarian 
minority. 

Still Awaiting Reply. 

The Foreign Office spokesman 
said Hungary still was awaiting a 
reply on the note outlining its de- 
mands. { 

The official press agency, mean- 
while, announced that in addition 
to the note to Prague, the Hunga- 
rian Minister had informed Czecho- 
slovakia that Budapest wanted “im- 
mediate realization of Hungary’s 
just claims.” 

Conservative Hungarian states- 
men said Premier Bela Imredi's 
plan was first to attempt a 
settlement through direct negotia- 
tions with Czechoslovakia. Should 
this fail, he would submit .Hun- 
gary's claims to a new four-power 
conference as suggested at Munich 
last week. 

Most Cabinet members felt that 
no military action could be taken 
against Czechoslovakia if Prague’s 
allies in the Little Entente, Yugo- 
slavia and Rumania, were unwilling 
to stand aside.

“3. The general’ right: for a 
plebiscite for all other minorities.” 

Differences Over Areas. 

Reliable Hungarian quarters said 
demands for “pure Hungarian ter- 
ritories”—given to Czechoslovakia 
after the World War—would in- 
clude an area of about 4000 square 
miles northwest of Budapest. 

In Czechoslovak displomatic cir- 
cles here, however, it was said that 
there were so few “pure Hungarian 
territories” that all that could be 
demanded would be a “slight bor- 
der correction here and there.”

You, yourselves, are part of this 
protection, and from now on will 
have to share your part like all 
other Germans, 

However, it is a matter of pride 
for all of us that every German

and she unsheathed her sword 
for you. You will be exactly as 
ready to do your part if ever, any- 
where else, German soil and Ger- 
man people should be in danger. 

From now on the German peo- 
ple will shape its future in this 
community of destiny and will, 
and no power on earth will be 
able ever again to threaten this 
future and so today the’ German 
people stands as a compact unit 
from north to south, from east to 
west, and all are ready to stand 
up one for the other and never 
to forsake one another. 

Germany, however, is happy 
over these days which you are 
not experiencing alone—the en- 
tire German nation feels with you | 
and is happy with you. Your 
happiness is the happiness of 75 
millions in.the Reich as it was.

Matter, 42 years old, an industrial 
engineer, on a murder charge today 
after his wife, Marguerite, was 
found shot through the heart in 
the bedroom of the family home. 
Police Chief Thomas Mahoney, 
who swore out the murder war- 
rant, said the 37-year-old mother 
of three children was killed yes- 
terday with her husband’s army 
rifle, a souvenir of his World War 
service. Matter has held high po- 
sitions in several large national 
concerns. 
Mahoney said Matter told him 
his wife had shot herself. Matter’s 
daughter, Martha Jean, 12, corrob- 
orated his story but later, Mahoney 
said, changed her recital. 5 
In her second version, Mahoney 
said, the girl related: “I was in our 
bedroom, with Jimmy and Bobby. 
I heard mama scream and heard a 
shot. I ran into mama’s room. Dad- 
dy was cleaning his gun. Mother 
was on the bed, with a blanket up 


against her chest.” 


Mahoney said he learned that 
Matter had quarreled with his wife 
frequently and that be had been 
taking drugs for several weeks to 
ease the pain of a shattered heel, 
suffered in an accident. He said 
he was informed that Matter sent 
his wife to a physician Saturday 
night for the drug he had been 
using, and that Matter became en- 
raged when she returned empty- 
handed. The physician had refused 
her the drug for fear Matter would 
become addicted to its use, the in- 
vestigator reported. 

Police said it would have been 
virtually impossible for Mrs. Matter

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


Free Trade as a Peacemaker. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE problem of the hour now is to 

establish peace upon a firm and last- 
ing basis. Leagues, plans and declara- 
tions have proved futile; he nations of 
the world are unfriendly. Why not try 
to reconcile them? 

We have for our guidance an expedi- 
ent derived from our own experience, 
which has served to keep “indestructible 
states in an indestructible union” for 150 
years. After the Revolutionary War, the 
confederated colonies under the influence 
of petty jealousies, fell apart, and began 
to afflict each other by “protective” bar- 
riers which in a few years threatened 
the prosperity of all. Continental money 
became a by-word. New York would not 
permit the importation of firewood from 
Connecticut. The navigation of the Hud- 
gon River was usurped and confined to 
the citizens of New York. There were 
18 sorts of money in use. 

So irksome did these and like follies 
become that a convention was called to 
adopt a “more perfect union.“ The Con- 
stitution adopted 1789 declared that 
commerce between the states should be 
free. Universal prosperity and mutual 
good will followed. 

Why cannot the nations of the world 
resort to a similar expedient? Where 
commerce is free, is it not necessarily 
profitable to both parties, buyer as well 
as seller? Has it not in fact resulted 
in the enrichment of all engaged in it? 
Why then should it not be free? The 
loss of revenue would be trifling in com- 
parison with the cost of maintaining 
armies and navies—and what motive 
could induce men to make war when all 
the peoples of all the contracting nations 
were entitled freely to exchange their

in equilibrium. Capital accepts a stable or slowly 
rising wage rate as a fixed principle. 

In short, labor and capital in Sweden have reached 
the stage where they not only are able to live to- 
gether in reasonable peace, but where they recognize 
their mutuality of interest. To us this is more im- 
portant than the detailed mechanics of labor rela- 
tions—the “check-off,” the open shop or limitations 
on picketing. Good labor laws are, of course, im- 
portant, but the best laws can prove unworkable un- 
less capital and labor take a broad, intelligent view 
of their function in a dynamic industrial economy.

MODERN ART AT THE MUSEUM. 

Whether by design or happenstance, the City Art 
Museum, just as the furor over its status and poli- 
cies dies down, offers its patrons an exhibition of 
modern painting such as has not heretofore ap- 
peared on its walls. Assembled by the American 
Contemporary Arts Gallery in New York City—the 
gallery which introduced the work of Joe Jones to 
New York—the exhibition consists of 22 pictures, 
chiefly oils, dealing with social problems. Besides 
Jones, who is represented by a portrait of a WPA 
worker, thefe are such contemporary artists as Wil- 
liam Gropper, Harry Gottlieb, Elizabeth Olds and 
Hugo Gellert.

Thanks to our Federal system, the states have 
been free to pioneer in the direction of their inclina- 
tions, with the result that the costs chargeable to 
trial and error have been infinitely less than if each 
experiment had been applied on a national beale, It 
is this opportunity to attack political and social prob- 
lems in the “insulated chambers of the states” which 
has brought just distinction to such states as Wis- 
consin and Oregon and Massachusetts. 

That this opportunity creates its own responsibility 
for a forward outlook and a bold attack by the states, 
Gov.

plant in Canton, O., in May, 1935. 
The affidavits, taken by the com- 
mittee under an agreement with T. 
F. Patton, general counsel for Re- 
public, told of alleged incidents in- 
volved in the strike at Republic's 
Berger Manufacturing plant. 
Previously the 8 heard 
testimony that Republic- guards 
fired tear gas shells into a massed 
group of strikers at the Berger 
plant, that armed guards rode ar- 
mored trucks out of the plant and 
that several persons were ured 
by shells fired by the as 


much as a mile away from the 


plant. 
Protesting that the committee 
had obtained a one-sided picture, 


| Patton urged that it call witnesses 


the company would . designate. 
When the hearings ended without 
these witnesses being called, Chair- 
man La Follette agreed with Pat- 
ton that testimony of these wit- 
nesses should be taken by commit- 
tee investigators and their sate- 
ments placed in the record. 
Summary of Testimony. 

According to the statements, the 
witnesses and their charges were as 
follows: 

Howard M. Oberlin, Vincent Mou- 
lin, Wakefield W. Nesbit, George 
W. Cooper and John Lehnert 
charged they had been stoned by 
pickets either when leaving or en- 
tering the Republic plant. 

John P. Carmody testified he had 
attempted to enter the plant May 
30, three days after the strike be- 
gan, and was prevented by pickets. 

James D. Barnhill said a picket 
pulled off his glasses and struck 
him in the eye, bruising it. 

Charles H. Peters, a clerk, said 
he was handhandled by pickets and 
ordered to report to picket head- 
quarters daily so the strikers would 
know that he was not working 
in the plant. 

Morris E. Fuller and Ruel John- 
son testified they saw Republic 


Arucks, carrying workers in and out 


of the plant, stoned by pickets. 
Tells of Stoning of Bus. 

Lesie Spies said 12 pickets 
jumped on his car, forced him to 
overtake a bus, and stone the bus. 

Robert F. Reardon said he was 
stopped by pickets who threatened 
him with violence and told him 
that if they saw him in the vicinity 
of the plant again they would “send 
me home in a box.” 

Committee officials said the affi- 
davits constituted only a small por- 
tion of more than 500 which had 
been submitted by Republic attor- 
neys, presenting the company’s ver- 
sion of the violence which attended 
the Canton ‘strike and the subse- 
quent steel strike of 1937. 

Other affidavits will be studied 
before they are placed in the réc- 
ord, they said.

Any discussion of stars automat- 
ically brings up the question of sto- 
ries and revives the old argument 
of which is the more important. 
Producers have experimented in 
placing emphasis on the story, and 
Hollywood has been constantly re- 
lying more on original stories and 
less on books and stage plays. How- 
ever, the fact stands out that it 
invariably takes personalities to get 
the stories over to box-office suc- 
cess, There have been repeated in- 
stances of fine, artistic productions 
dying ignominious deaths at the 
box office—all because of lack of 
names liked by the theater-goer. 
As we have indicated, until the 
crowd starts going to see the story 
instead of the star, the Hollywood

I start these maids at $5 a week and raise it gradually. Besides 
this, I give them clothing, gifts, etc. So many girls write you for work 
and are so hard up, but I have a geod home, fair wages and yet no 
one seems satisfied. I wish I knew what was wrong. 


Sometimes I think this condition is brought about by the lack of 
straight business agreement in the beginning. I believe a maid should 
be told, as nearly as possible, to the letter, just what work is expected 
of her; exactly the amount of wages, of course, and what seems even 
more important to them, the exact number of hours they are expected 
to serve. I believe both maid and employer should be sensible and 
fair enough to consider emergencies, when overtime (or perhaps an 
hour or two less time on the part of the maid) might be necessary. 

I wish that some of those employed would take more interest in 
the quality of their work and could realize that pride in domestic work 
is no less essential than pride in performance of any other kind. If 
they imagine that serving thus, instead of serving in the Government 
departments, department stores, offices and school houses is far beneath 
them, then the result is unhappiness and poor service. 

There are classes in domestic service which are helping girls and 
women to understand why they must be efficient and why there is 
reason for pride in this work well done. Classes for women who em- 
ploy them would no doubt be a great help and comfort to the house 
They might see with a new eye what is, 
and what is not, reasonable for them to expect.

In the unpaid casts of Daven- 
port’s plays, out-of-work profession- 
als play side by side with eager 
young amateurs, who by day may 
be milliners, policemen, stenogra- 
phers, stock clerks, or even debu- 
tantes. And occasionally there are 
names well known to Broadway on 
the program, guests players who see 
in the free theater a chance to play 
parts they have long cherished a 
desire to play but which they have 
never had a chance to play in the 
commercial theater. 

And in nearly every production, 
there is Butler Davenport, some- 
times in a leading role, but oftener 
in some bit part, for Davenport's 
happiness does not depend on hold- 
ing the center of the stage. He is 
content in doing anything—as long 
as it is connected with the theater 
—and has been all his life. As a 
boy of six he had his own theater 
made of cardboard with make-be- 
lieve actors and actresses, At 15, 
he was directing and acting in 
school plays, and determined to 
find a career in the theater. 


“The theater was so companion- 
able then,” Davenport commented 
sadly. “That was in the days be- 
fore labor unfons, when rehearsals 
need not be stopped on the minute 
because union hours demanded it, 
when the theater keys were actual- 
ly held by the dramatists and ac- 
tors to whom the theater rightfully 
belongs instead of by the exploiters 
who under the present order suc- 
ceed only in making artisans of 
artists.” 

Davenport's first experience in 
the “companionable theater” of the 
old days, was with the Augustin 
Daly Company at the old Daly's 
Theater at Thirtieth street and 
Broadway. There he spent his first 
year, understudying, watching re- 
hearsals, observing the making and 
painting of scenery, the experi- 


menting with gas lights, and gen- 
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erally learning much of the many 
branches of the theater. 

After his experience with Augus- 
tin Daly, Davenport improved his 
theatrical education still further at 
Wallack’s, the Madison Square The- 
ater and the Fifth Avenue Theater, 
associating with such artists as 
Booth, Barrett, Modjeska, Bern- 
hardt, Salvini and Hleonora Duse. 
Then came several years of play- 
ing under Charles Frohman and 
Richard Mansfield and then what 
Davenport calls “an imperative call 
from life” which sentenced him to 
an office for eight years. 

After his release from the busi- 
ness world, Davenport, with a 
friend, built a playhouse at Stam- 
ford, Conn., and for two seasons 
struggled with that venture and 


then gave it up to return to New 


York, where he opened the Bram- 
hall Playhouse on a shoestring. 

“But I could not rid myself of a 
longing to reach the masses of peo- 
ple who could not afford to pay for 
a theater ticket,” Davenport con- 
cluded his review of the life that 
fitted him for his present work, 
“and there was always with me the 
desire to help those who needed a 
change of thought, the desire to 
bring some entertainment into lives 
that were being starved merely to 
keep bodies alive. And out of those 
longings and desires grew the Free 
Theater.”

HEN Davenport opened his 
W Free Theater, people at firat 

thought it meant a free thought 
theater and even when the advertis- 
ing stated “free admission” they 
were skeptical. And that skepti- 
cism still remains, because it is dif- 
ficult for the public to understand 
why Butler Davenport should want 
to give away the results of his la- 
bor. 
Now about to celebrate its six- 
teenth birthday, Davenport’s free 
theater is at last gaining some no- 
tice. Through untiring efforts, its 
founder has at last interested cer- 
tain men of means who are willing 
to listen to his idea of an endowed 
theater. 

“Perhaps it is too early for pre- 
dictions,” Davenport smiled, “but 
surely it is not too much to hope 
that this free theater may be the 
foundation upon which an Ameri- 
can University of the Theater may 
be built.”

0 F all the contracts that meet

Un- 
doubtedly, many good contracts fail 
because of bad breaks, but count- 
less safety plays have been devised 
or discovered to circumvent these 
bad breaks. It cannot be claimed 
that safety plays cover all con- 
ceivable occasions, but it Is a fact 
that the player who knows all about 
them enjoys an appreciable advan- 
tage. Today's hand ilMistrates « 
very simple type of safety play 
which, unfortunately, is not always 
observed,
